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FOREWORD 


THE present atlas completes the survey of the world upon 
which Everyman’s Library set out in a series of special volumes 
—five in all—some seasons ago. The extent of the land and 
sea that it covers, between the extremes of Algiers and Samoa, 
is immense in latitude and longitude; while in point of history 
it ranges from the oldest to the newest civilisation ; as suggested 
by Karnak, or the new capital of Australia, Canbena. Moreover, 
in accord with the general idea of these map-books, the effect 
of the map in illustrating history, the growth and multiplicity 
of peoples and cities, and the vast possibilities of unworked 
regions, is kept in sight throughout these pages. The record 
includes the wars that have passed, from Napoleon’s Campaign 
in Egypt of 1798, and General Gordon’s last stand at Khar- 
toum, to the battles of Spion Kop and Colenso, and the sieges 
of Ladysmith and Mafeking in the late South African War. 
It covers the routes of the great travellers, Mungo Park, 
Livingstone and Stanley; Stuart, Burke and Wills; and it 
touches at Vailima in order to recall Robert Louis Stevenson 
and his South Sea experiences, at the end of his days, as they are 
pictured by his Samoa book of 1892 and that which followed : 
“In the South Seas: Experiences in the Marquesas, Paumotus 
and Gilbert Islands’ on the Casco and Equator. 

The growth of the British Colonies, when regarded historically 
and politically, or in view of that greater federation of the 
world which is slowly taking shape and seeking African and 
Australasian outlets, can be seen more clearly in the chart 
than in the written account. Equally impressive, the plans 
for subjugating nature in Victoria and New South Wales and 
arranging lines of irrigation and stock-routes, almost suggest 
the canals in Mars and the highways of Utopia to the well- 
cared-for habitants of the old country. We have to enter into 
comparatives in order to realise the full service, east and west, 
of the rivers and lakes, the sea-roads and approaches, and the 
contingent lands, towns and neighbourhoods. We think of the 
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basin of the Orange River, 400,000 square miles in its stretch; 
and of the Limpopo (that is, in English, the Crocodile) with its 
tributary the Olifant (or Elephant) whose watershed, shallow 
as the river itself is, covers an area about as big as France. 
And these seem small when the Nile, and its four thousand 
miles long course, and the Congo, flow across the map. Turn 
then to the mistaken economy of those huge condensers, the 
mountain-ranges in Australia, which lie so near the coast 
that the nurture of their rains is lost to the droughty interior. 
Possibly when nations have ceased fighting one another, they 
will make it a world-business to subdue the dry lands, and 
build in a desert the new community foreseen by an Australian 
statesman, where the arts and crafts, agriculture and the 
garden village, shall thrive without any contingent Black 
Country. 

It remains to point out that the Coins have in this atlas 
again been used, under Mr. Brooke’s care, as part of the 
historical record; and that to Miss Grant is due again the 
indispensable index and gazetteer. Mr. Bartholomew’s share 
in designing and preparing maps, and making the volume 
cartographically efficient, goes without saying. 
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The Phoenicians and Carthaginians are among the very earliest navigators. Their maritime 
commerce extended beyond the Mediterranean to W. Africa, N.-Western Europe, the Red Sea, 
E. Africa and India. According to Herodotus, about 600 B.C., a fleet equipped by Necho, 


King of Egypt, and manned by Pheenicians, is said to have sailed round Africa.

AFRICA 
Greek and Phemnician Colonization 


Tux use of coined money probably came into Africa in the seventh 
century by intercourse with Greek and Phcenician traders. 
The settlement of Phcenicians at Carthage, which is attributed 
to the ninth century B.c., and the Greek colonization of Cyrene 
in the middle of the seventh century brought North Africa into 
touch with the two great trading peoples of the Mediterranean. 
Finds of coins in North Africa show that before the beginning 
of the sixth century Greek coins were introduced into Egypt 
with the growth of commercial intercourse. Three such coins 
are figured on Plate I. 1, 2 and 3; the first of these is a 
didrachm of the island of Aegina, which was the first European 
state to use coins, it represents on the obverse a tortoise and on 
the reverse a conventional incuse pattern, a type which continued 
at Aegina for two centuries; the second is a tetradrachm of 
Acanthus, a town of the great trading country of Chalcidice, 
67 
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struck probably at the end of the sixth century B.c., perhaps 
half a century later than the Aeginetan coin. Not only did the 
people of North Africa make use of Greek coins which were 
imported by traders but they struck coins in close imitation of 
them ; thus fig. 3 on Plate I. represents a fifth-century specimen 
of the famous coins of Athens bearing a helmeted head of Athena 
and an owl, and fig. 4 shows the reverse of a similar coin with 
what is probably an Egyptian symbol beside the owl, evidently 
struck in imitation of an Athenian coin similar to, but rather 
later than, fig. 3. Early coins of Athens, Aegina, Acanthus and 
other Greek states are found in large numbers in Egypt. 

The first original coinage of Africa is that of the Greek colony 
of Cyrene. This colony was founded by emigrants from the 
island of Thera in the middle of the seventh century B.c. and 
later increased by large migrations from the Peloponnese and 
islands. Its prosperity was due largely to the produce of silphium, 
a plant now extinct ; this plant was adopted as a coin-type and 
is seen with a seed-vessel of the same plant on the late sixth- 
century coin figured on Plate I. 5, in conjunction with a lions’ 
head, a type of Lindus in Rhodes. The reverse of the same coin 
has an eagle’s head with a snake in its beak, the type of Ialysus 
in Rhodes. This coin is therefore supposed to have some con- 
nexion with the later immigrations in which we learn from an 
inscription recently discovered that Rhodians participated. 
Cyrene became a republic after 450 B.c.; a fine coin of the early 
period of the republic (Plate I. 6) has the head of Zeus Ammon in 
a laurel wreath with a plant of silphium on the reverse. Similar 
coins, also bearing the silphium as obverse or reverse type, were 
struck at Barce and other towns in the Cyrenaica. After the 
death of Alexander the Great internal dissension gave Ptolemy 
the opportunity to bring Cyrenaica under his suzerainty (322 B.c.), 
but Cyrene continued to issue an autonomous coinage from time 
to time as the suzerainty of the Ptolemies relaxed ; the Cyrenaica 
was bequeathed to Rome by the will of Ptolemy Apion in 96 B.c. 
and became organized as a Roman province in 74 B.C. (see 
below, p. 72). 
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Carthage struck no coins until for payment of her troops in 
Sicily she imitated the coin-types of that island, adding to them 
as native types the horse and palm-tree ; the three beautiful coins 
on Plate I. 7, 8, and 9 were struck by Carthage at the beginning, 
middle and end of the fourth century B.c. respectively ; on fig. 7 
is a horse crowned by a winged Victory with a palm-tree as 
reverse type; on fig. 8 a head of Dido, the legendary foundress of 
the city, forms the obverse type with a lion in front of a palm-tree 
on the reverse and a Punic inscription (“‘ People of the Camp ”) 
below ; fig.9 has on the obverse a. direct imitation of the Syracusan 
head of Persephone surrounded by dolphins and on the reverse 
the Carthaginian type of the horse’s head with palm-tree behind. 
Similar coins continued to be issued at Carthage down to the 
time of its destruction by the Romans in 146 B.c. 


Egypt under the Ptolemies 


After the death of Alexander the Great (323 B.c.) Ptolemy, 
as satrap of Egypt for Philip III. and Alexander IV., continued 
the use of the ordinary Alexander coins, and also modified this 
type to suit his African dominion by replacing the head of 
Heracles in a lion’s skin by that of Alexander the Great in an 
elephant’s skin, while retaining the old reverse of the seated 
Zeus and inscription of Alexander with the inconspicuous 
addition of the Ptolemaic badge, a thunderbolt, in the field 
(Plate I. 1). This reverse type was later superseded by a figure 
of Athena Promachos which continued in use to the end of the 
reign. In 306-5 B.C., Ptolemy assumed the title of king, and 
after that date must have been issued the coins bearing his own 
name with this title, which were issued concurrently with the 
earlier types. An early coin of this period (305-285 B.C.) is the 
gold stater with the head of Ptolemy on the obverse and on the 
reverse Alexander the Great in a chariot drawn by four elephants 
(Plate II. 3); other issues of Ptolemy as king were of the type 
figured on Plate II. 2, with the head of Ptolemy and an eagle 
on a thunderbolt, and were struck on the Pheenician weight- 
standard to meet the requirements of increased commercial 
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relations between Egypt and Pheenicia: this standard and 
this type with very slight changes in portraiture and variations 
in the position and number of eagles on the reverse, continued 
throughout the Ptolemaic era. The chief interest of the coinage 
lies, therefore, in a few exceptional coins which bear fine 
portraits, and in the difficulty of attribution of the rest owing to 
the continuance of both portrait and reverse type of Ptolemy I. 
with only slight modifications. In 285 B.c., Ptolemy I. abdi- 
cated in favour of his son by Berenice, who was afterwards 
known as Ptolemy Philadelphus; he issued coins similar to the 
regal coins of his father, in fact there is in some cases consider- 
able doubt which should be attributed to him. A series of gold 
coins which were first issued in this reign refers to the worship 
of Ptolemy (I.) Soter and his wife Berenice as “‘ Theoi,’”’ coupled 
with that of the reigning monarch and his wife as “ Adelphoi,” 
Ptolemy IT. having married his sister Arsinoe, a practice followed 
by later Ptolemies; a gold tetradrachm of this series is figured 
on Plate I. 4, showing on one side the heads of Ptolemy Soter 
and Berenice and on the other the reigning king and his consort. 
A very fine portrait of Ptolemy III., Euergetes (246-221 B.c.), 
is seen on the gold coin the obverse of which is illustrated on 
Plate II. 5; it has as reverse type a cornucopia, the symbol 
of prosperity. During this reign the king invaded the empire 
of Seleucus IT., leaving his wife Berenice II. to govern Egypt; 
it was probably during his absence that Berenice struck a series 
of coins (a gold one is figured on Plate II. 6) with her head on 
the obverse and on the reverse a cornucopia and her inscription 
with the title of Queen; as these coins are struck on the Attic 
weight instead of the Pheenician, it is probable that Berenice 
issued them to meet the expenses of the war in Asia Minor. 
Fig. 7 on Plate II. is the obverse of a gold coin with a portrait 
of Arsinoe III., the wife of Ptolemy IV., Philopator (221-204 
B.c.), who was a weak ruler but succeeded in keeping his 
dominions intact against the attacks of Antiochus III., who 
annexed from Ptolemy V. (Epiphanes) the more important part 
of the Ptolemaic foreign possessions, and afterwards gave him 
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in marriage his daughter Cleopatra; the son of this marriage, 
Ptolemy VI., Philometor (181-146 B.c.), is seen on the tetra- 
drachm figured on Plate II.8. The gold coin figured on Plate II. 
g, illustrates an interesting series bearing the portrait of 
Arsinoe II., wife of Philadelphus, which was issued from time 
to time by the Ptolemies in commemoration perhaps of the 
royal marriage; the one here illustrated is attributed to the 
reign of Ptolemy V. and Cleopatra I. The famous Cleopatra 
(Cleopatra VII., 51-30 B.c.), who married Mark Antony, issued 
silver and bronze coins; the obverse of one of her bronze coins, 
showing her portrait, is figured on Plate II. ro. In 30 B.c. 
Egypt became a Roman province and was reserved as the special 
property of the Emperor, and specially administered by an 
agent directly responsible to himself; a long series exists of 
debased silver coins of the Roman Emperors from Augustus 
to Diocletian (206 A.D.), struck at Alexandria, which have for 
the most part no special interest; a parallel bronze issue lasted 
to the reign of Commodus (177-192 A.D.), that of Hadrian 
(117-136 A.D.), illustrated on Plate III. 1, bears as its reverse 
type a personification of the river Nile. 


Roman Colonization 


Rome, during her wars with Carthage, encouraged the kings 
of Numidia to extend their power into Carthaginian territory, 
with the result that by the time of the destruction of Carthage 
(146 B.c.) Numidia was next to Egypt the richest African 
power; the death of Micipsa, the last survivor of the three sons 
of Massinissa, left his two sons and his nephew Jugurtha to 
share this rich kingdom, an arrangement which soon led to the 
murder of one of the sons and continual encroachment of 
Jugurtha upon the other son’s dominions. Thus Rome, as 
trustee for the adjustment of the kingdom, was led into the 
war which ended in the organization of a part of Numidia as 
a Roman province and the miserable death of Jugurtha in a 
Roman dungeon (104 B.c.); a coin of Jugurtha figured on 
Plate III. 2, shows his portrait on the obverse and on the 
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reverse an elephant. In the Civil War of 51-46 B.c. the 
Pompeian party was in possession of Africa, where the leaders 
rallied after their defeat at Pharsalia and put Scipio in command 
of the troops with Cato as his lieutenant ; they were assisted by 
Juba, the king of that portion of Numidia which had been left 
to Hiempsal II. after the defeat of Jugurtha. Figs. 3, 4, 5, and 6, 
on Plate III., form an interesting illustration of this Civil War : 
fig. 3 is a silver coin with portrait of Juba; figs. 4 and 5 are 
denarii of Scipio, one bearing a head of Jupiter and an elephant, 
and the other a head representing Africa in an elephant’s skin 
with her agricultural symbols, the corn-ear and plough, in the 
field, and the inscription of Scipio with title Imperator, and on 
the reverse a figure of Hercules resting on his club, and the name 
of Eppius, Scipio’s legate in Africa; fig. 6 is a coin of Cato bear- 
ing a head of Liberty and a figure of Victory, supposed to have 
been struck in Africa. After their defeat at the battle of 
Thapsus in 46 B.c. Juba, Scipio and Cato all committed 
suicide, and Numidia was now reorganized as part of the Roman 
province of Africa under the name of Africa Nova, the title 
Africa Vetus being applied to Carthage and the portion of 
Numidia which became a province in 104 B.c. (see above, Do7ay 
The son of Juba was made king of Mauretania (25 B.C.-23 A.D.) 
by Augustus, and married Cleopatra Selene, the daughter of 
Mark Antony and the famous Cleopatra; his silver coin, figured 
on Plate III. 7, shows portraits of himself and his wife; his 
son Ptolemy was murdered in 4o A.p, by the emperor Caligula 
and Mauretania then made a Roman province. A coin of the 
province of Cyrenaica (see above, p. 68) is seen on Plate III. 8 ; 
it was struck in 31 B.c. by Scarpus, the legate who transferred 
his allegiance from Antony to Augustus after the battle of 
Actium, and bears the African type of the head of Zeus Ammon 
and a Victory standing on a globe, and inscription and titles 
of Augustus. After the consolidation of the Roman provinces 
of Africa, the imperial administration continued almost un- 
disturbed until the Vandal invasion; one of the few serious 


disturbances, the revolt of Macer against Nero in 68 A.D., is 
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illustrated by figs. 9a, 9b on Plate III., which show the coins 
struck by Macer with his own portrait. An imperial mint at 
Carthage was opened from 305-308 a.D.; from 308-311 it 
was in the hands of a pretender, Alexander; a gold solidus of 
Diocletian and a bronze coin of Maximian are illustrated on 
Plate III. 10, 11; they both bear the type of Felix Adventus, 
commemorating a visit of the emperor to the province, the mint- 
marks (PK, PKS) on the reverse show them to have been struck 
at Carthage. 


Vandal and Byzantine Emperors 


In 429 A.D. the quarrel of two Roman generals in Africa, 
Boniface and Aetius, led to the former appealing for help to 
Gaiseric, king of the Vandals in Spain; the request was readily 
granted and the opportunity seized for an invasion of Africa on 
an immense scale, and the whole of Roman Africa was immedi- 
ately occupied by the Vandals, with the exception of Carthage, 
which was taken ten years later. Gaiseric continued the use of 
Roman coins and made imitations of them, and after the taking 
of Carthage issued in addition a native bronze coinage (Plate 
IV. 1) on which appears the horse’s head, the type of Carthage, 
and a mark of value xii below, and on the reverse a Vandal 
soldier and the inscription KARTHAGO. Unfortunately no coins 
were issued, or at least none are now known, bearing the name 
of this first and greatest of the Vandal kings, the king who 
pillaged Rome (455 A.D.) and organized the Vandal empire in 
Africa. His successor Huneric (477-484 A.D.), who married 
Eudocia, the daughter of the Empress Eudoxia whom Gaiseric 
carried away from Rome to Carthage, issued bronze coins with 
a female figure personifying Carthage, but like his father did 
not put his name on the coins. It was Gunthamund (484-496 
A.D.) who first issued a silver coinage in his own name; his 
efforts to establish his rule in Sicily were frustrated by the 
Ostrogoth Theodoric, whose sister married Gunthamund’s 
successor Trasamund. In Trasamund’s reign (496-523 A.D.) 
the gold coins of the Byzantine emperor Anastasius (491-518 
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A.D.) were imitated by the Vandals. On Plate IV. are illustrated 
an original solidus of Anastasius (fig. 2) and a Vandal imitation 
(fig. 3). Hilderic (523-530 A.D.) was deposed in 530 A.D. on 
account of his general unpopularity and his ill success against 
the Mauri, and the emperor Justinian (527-565 A.D.) took the 
opportunity of interfering in Vandal affairs, with the result that 
in 533 A.D. Belisarius, after a brilliant campaign, captured 
Carthage and led Gelimer, the successor of Hilderic, in triumph 
through Constantinople, and the Vandal kingdom was brought 
suddenly to an end. On Plate IV. may be seen silver coins 
bearing the names of the last four Vandal kings, Gunthamund 
(fig. 4), Trasamund (fig. 5), Hilderic (fig. 6) and Gelimer (fig. 7). 

Justinian I, the great Byzantine emperor and law-giver, 
after his conquest of Africa continued the issue of silver coins 
similar to those of the Vandals, and struck at Carthage a new 
bronze coinage of the Byzantine system introduced by 
Anastasius I; a specimen of this bronze coinage is figured on 
Plate IV. 8 with a facing bust of Justinian on the obverse, and 
on the reverse the mark of value m, the date ANNO xmII and 
the mint-mark car (Carthage). The successors of Justinian 
continued to strike coins at the mint of Carthage; Africa was 
put under an Exarch during the reign of Maurice Tiberius 
(582-602 a.D.). An Exarch of Africa, Heraclius, leading one 
of the many conspiracies of the reign, defeated the stupid 
emperor Phocas in 610 and was himself crowned emperor at 
Constantinople; during his reign (610-641) considerable use 
was made of the Carthage mint. A solidus of typical African 
“dumpy ” fabric is figured on Plate IV. 9 on the obverse of 
which are seen figures of Heraclius and his son Heraclius Con- 
stantine, who was associated with him in the empire the year 
after his birth and usually appears with him on his coins. For 
fifty years after the Arab invasion of Africa in 647 the mint of 
Carthage still worked under the Byzantine emperors; gold 
coins were struck there by Constantine IV., who reigned from 
668-685 (Plate IV. 10), and some even as late as 608, the year 
in which Carthage was finally taken by the Arabs. 
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Mohammedan Conquest 


The Arab invasion of Africa fell first on Egypt, which was 
conquered in 641 A.D., and then spread beyond Tunis with little 
cpposition and little permanent result except the foundation of 
Kairuan near the old capital, Carthage, in 670 A.D. During 
this period (until 696 a.p.) the Arabs struck coins in imitation 
of the Byzantine coins which they found in circulation; one 
figured on Plate V. 1 shows a very close resemblance to the 
dumpy solidus of Heraclius and Constantine on Plate IV. 9; it 
has Greek legends and closely imitates the two figures on the 
obverse, and on the reverse modifies the cross to suit the re- 
quirements of Mohammedan religion. After defeats at the 
hands of Byzantines and Berbers the Arabs were successful in 
conquering North Africa, and crossing to Spain established a 
frontier post at Gibraltar (712 A.D.), the name of which (a cor- 
ruption of Jabal-Tarik, “ Tarik’s hill ”) perpetuates the memory 
of Tarik, the commander of the first expedition to Spain. The 
Omayyad Caliphs, under whom the conquest was achieved, 
ruled over the whole of North Africa from Egypt to Morocco 
till the middle of the eighth century ; in 696 A.D. they instituted 
a coinage on which artistic treatment of religious legends makes 
up for the absence of any image from nature, the copying of 
which was prohibited by the Mohammedan religion; a silver 
coin (dirhem) struck in Africa in 724 A.D. is illustrated on Plate 
V. 2; it bears religious legends and the date 106 (of the era 
reckoned from the flight of Mohammed in 622 A.D.) and the 
mint-name (Ifrikiya), but has not the Caliph’s name. In 750 A.D. 
the Omayyads were overthrown by the Abbasids, who issued 
coins with similar religious legends, to which they later added the 
Caliph’s name; on Plate V. 3 is figured a gold dinar struck in 
Egypt (Misr) by the Abbasid Caliph Al-Mamun (813-833 A.D.), 
the son and ultimate successor of Haroun al-Rashid, the famous 
Caliph of the Arabian Nights. In Egypt special governors were 
appointed, and in 868 a.p. the governor Ahmad bin Tulun founded 
a dynasty which lasted nearly fifty years ; on his coin, figured on 
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Plate V. 4, the name of the Caliph Al-Mutamid appears as 
well as his own, which shows that the spiritual authority of 
Baghdad was still acknowledged. Morocco first threw off the 
yoke of the Abbasids in 788 a.p., and later Haroun al-Rashid’s 
governor at Kairuan, Ibrahim bin Aghlab, founded an empire 
which included Tunisia, Tripolis and Algeria (800 a.D.); this 
empire was overthrown in the year 908 by Obaid Allah, who 
took the title of Al-Mahdi and founded the Fatimid dynasty, 
a line claiming descent from Fatima, the daughter of the Prophet ; 
the greatest Fatimid Caliph was Al-Muizz (952-975 A.D.), who 
conquered Egypt in 969 and founded the city of Cairo. Plate 
V. 5 is a gold dinar of this Caliph struck in Egypt in 971 A.D. 
The removal of the seat of government to Cairo, to which place 
the Baghdad Caliph was also later transferred by the Mamluks, 
weakened the control of the western provinces and resulted in 
the Norman conquests of Tripoli (1146 a.p.) and Kairuan 
(1148 A.D.). The Fatimids continued till 1171, when they 
were supplanted by the famous Saladin (Yusuf bin Ayyub), 
who drove out the Norman Crusaders from their settlements 
in North Africa and by the capture of Jerusalem (1 187) roused 
the ineffectual Third Crusade in which Richard I of England 
took part. Saladin’s coins are not unlike those of the preceding 
dynasty ; a gold dinar struck by him at Cairo in 1180 A.D. may 
be seen on Plate V. 6. Saladin died in 1193, and the Ayyubid 
dynasty which he founded continued in Egypt till 1252. Under 
these Sultans Turkish and Circassian slaves were given high 
rank in the Sultan’s bodyguard, and in the later years of the 
dynasty the feebleness of the Sultans gave them the adminis- 
trative power, with the result that the Ayyubid Sultans were 
deposed in 1250 by this slave-dynasty of Mamluks; the first 
of these was a woman, Shajar-al-Durr, who reigned for only 
three months and shared the sovereignty with the last of the 
Ayyubids: a coin struck by her is figured on Plate V. 7. 
Fig. 8 on Plate V. shows a coin struck at Alexandria in 1268 
by Mamluk Baibars (1260-1277 a.p.), the greatest ruler of this 
dynasty ; contrary to Mohammedan law, he figured a lion on this 
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coin to represent his own title of “ The Lion.” Egypt remained 
under the Mamluks till it was conquered by Selim I in 1517, 
after which it was governed for three centuries by a Pasha sent 
from Constantinople; fig. 9 on Plate V. is a gold coin struck in 
Egypt by Suleiman the Great (1520-1566 a.p.), the successor 
of Selim I. 

After the expulsion of the Normans from Tunis and Tripoli 
at the end of the twelfth century, these provinces were united 
with Morocco under the Almohads, whose defeat in Spain in 
1212 A.D. was quickly followed by the disintegration of their 
empire; in 1228 the Hafsids became independent in Tunis and 
Tripoli and held their power for three centuries. Early in the 
sixteenth century the pirate Khair al-Din Barbarossa seized 
Algiers, and Charles V of Spain, who sacked Tunis in 1535, failed 
to recover Algiers or prevent the spread of Turkish garrisons. 
Until French occupation in 1830 this part of North Africa was 
held by the Beys of Tunis under the Sultans of Turkey; Plate 
V. 10 shows a coin of Selim III (1789-1807) struck in Tripoli, 
and fig. 11 a twenty-five piastre piece bearing the names of the 
Sultan Abd al-Aziz and Mohammed Bey as “ Sadik ” of Tunis ; 
a French colonial coin of Tunis struck in 1892 is illustrated on 
iate.. VL. 1. 

Morocco, having freed itself from the Abbasid Caliphs in 788 
A.D., was governed for a century by the Idrisid sultans who 
founded Fez in 806; in 895 the Berbers supplanted them until 
in 1056 A.D. a prophet appeared, whose adherents called them- 
selves Al-Murabitin; he set up the Almoravid dynasty at 
Morocco and restored Moslim supremacy in the Western Mediter- 
ranean, where Christianity had been greatly advanced by the 
Spanish, Italian and Norman Christians. A coin of Yusuf, who 
succeeded the founder Abd Allah bin Tashfin and reigned from 
1087 to 1106, is shown on Plate VI. 2; it was struck in Morocco 
in 1097 A.D. The Almoravids were deposed by the Almohkads, 
a sect who were opposed to the realistic anthropomorphism of 
orthodox Mohammedanism; they continued till 1269 and were 
superseded by the Marinids, a highland race of Morocco. In 
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1515 the Sharifs, who claim descent from Mohammed through 
Hasan the elder son of Fatima, seized Morocco and Fez, and 
in 1544 assumed the sovereignty which they hold to the present 
day. A silver coin of the modern period of Sharifs is figured 
on Plate VI. 3, struck by Mohammed I (1757-1789 A.D.) in the 
year 1774, and fig. 4 on the same Plate shows one of the 
common copper coins of Morocco bearing the Hectagram, or 
so-called “Solomon’s seai,”’ and on the reverse the date (1290 = 
1873 A.D.) and mint-name (Zarb bi Fas = Struck at Fez). 
Plate VI. 5 is a modern Moroccan silver coin made in Paris and 
bearing as mint-name Paris instead of Fez. 

In 1881 Mohammed Ahmad, commonly known as the Mahdi, 
revolted in the Soudan against Turkish rule and struck coins in 
gold and silver (usually debased). A silver dollar struck by him 
is illustrated on Plate VI. 6. 


Abyssinia, etc. 

The kingdom of Abyssinia through its difficulty of access defied 
conquest in ancient and medieval times when neighbouring 
lands in the north so often changed hands ; even here the ubiqui- 
tous Roman gold coin, or solidus, penetrated, and imitations of 
it have been found in that part of the world, one of which is 
figured on Plate VII. 1. The coins of the Axumite kings, who 
ruled Abyssinia in the fifth and sixth centuries a.D. and became 
converted to Christianity, seem to have been modelled on the 
Roman solidus, though their inscriptions are in Greek characters 
and their type considerably altered. One of these gold coins may 
be seen on Plate VII. 2; it was struck by the Axumite king 
Kaleb, son of Tazena, who was successful in wars in South Arabia 
in 525 A.D. and afterwards sent his crown to Jerusalem, and 
entering a monastery died there several years later. The 
natives in Abyssinia have down to modern times used such coins 
as happen to have come their way in the course of commerce ; 
the dollar of Maria Theresa of 1780 found so great favour among 
them that during the Abyssinian War of 1868-9 large numbers of 
this dollar were coined in England and exported to the troops 
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who were unable to pass British money into circulation; one of 
the English-made pieces is illustrated on Plate VII. 3. Fig. 4 
on the same plate is a silver coin with portrait of King Menelik, 
who defeated the Italians at Adowa in 1890 and in 1808 assisted 
the French in their endeavours to reach the Nile from the East 
and join Marchand at Fashoda. 

In central and eastern Africa the natives have long used 
Cowrie-shells as a medium of exchange; in Lagos they are still 
used for the purchase of articles of less value than the silver 
unit (threepence), and are reckoned at the rate of sixpence for 
2000 ; one of these shells used as a coin is figured on Plate VII. 5. 

Figs. 6, 7, and 8 on Plate VII. form an interesting group: fig. 6 
is a Venetian sequin of the Doge Alvise Mogenigo III (1722-1732 
A.D.), a coin which came into Africa and was there imitated in 
copper ; fig. 7 shows the African copper imitation, on which a close 
resemblance may be seen in parts of the inscription to the original 
sequin ; this imitation was so popular among the natives that a 
London firm (John Cook & Sons) made for exportation to 
Africa similar imitations in brass or copper-gilt (Plate VII. 8), 
on the obverse of which the blundered inscription was replaced 
by the name of the firm in dog-Latin (Johannes Ille Coquus Sui 
Filiique). 

A coin of Sultan Barghash of Zanzibar (1870-1888 A.D.) is 
figured on Plate VIII. 1. For the protectorate of this Arab 
Sultanate Great Britain ceded Heligoland to Germany in 1890. 


Modern Colonization 


Portuguese exploration promoted with a view to slave traffic 
by Prince Henry in the fifteenth century first opened up Africa 
to Europeans ; the Guinea slave-trade was well established by 
1460. Later traders also obtained ivory, gold and spices, and 
for purposes of this trade various English-African Companies 
were formed in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries and 
rivalled the Dutch traders, who had now ousted the Portuguese 
from the West Coast. But the slave-trade proved more profit- 
able, especially when the settlement of the American plantations 
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created a great demand for slaves for which Africa became the 
most fruitful hunting-ground; the fortified posts planted by 
English, French and Dutch along the coast were practically 
mere depots and frequently changed hands ; there was no coloniz- 
ation or territorial settlement. In the middle of the eighteenth 
century the revolt of feeling against slave-traffic brought explora- 
tion further inland and made colonial enterprise possible. In 
1750 an African company was constituted by Act of Parliament 
and coins were issued of a denomination called the Ackey, a 
native term used as a monetary standard denoting 20 grains of 
gold dust: one is illustrated on Plate VIII. 2; fractions of the 
Ackey were also coined. The first colony was Sierra Leone, 
which was handed over to the Sierra Leone Company in 17 5I 
for the purpose of establishing a settlement for freed negro slaves ; 
the coins of this company, of which a dollar is figured on 
Plate VIII. 3, bear on the reverse a black hand clasping a white 
one, a device of the Company symbolical of its object. In 1822 
an attempt was made to bring British money into circulation, but 
the prevalence of Spanish cut dollars ousted it here as elsewhere, 
and in 1831 a stamp was obtained marked with W.R. and a 
crown in order to countermark quarter-dollars for legal tender ; 
a quarter-dollar thus couritermarked is figured on Plate VIII. 4. 

In South Africa the settlements of Dutch were joined by 
French Huguenots driven abroad by the revocation of the Edict 
of Nantes in 1685. In 1806 Cape Town finally came into English 
hands, and after some years of wrangling with the English 
government these Boer families set off on the Great Trek in 18 37 
and settled finally in the Transvaal and Orange Free State ta 
pound of Burgers, president of the Transvaal from 1872 to 1877, 
is figured on Plate VIII. 5, and on fig. 6 of the same Plate a half- 
crown of Kruger, who was president at the outbreak of the 
South African War of 1899-1902. 

Early in the sixteenth century the Portuguese, ousted from 
West Africa by the Dutch, established themselves in East Africa 
with Mozambique as the chief city of Portuguese East Africa 
(1520), a territory which they maintained through the disputes 
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of the nineteenth century; Plate IX. 1 shows a silver ounce 
piece struck by Portugal for circulation in its African colonies. 
The chief factor which led to European disputes for colonies in 
Africa in the nineteenth century was the Franco-Prussian War, 
which instigated Germany to seek expansion in this direction 
-and France to endeavour to regain outside Europe the prestige 
she had lost in that war, Great Britain being thus roused to con- 
sider her own interests in Africa, and Italy to aim at becoming 
an African power; but the final impetus was given by the 
designs of Leopold II of Belgium, who aimed at a personal 
protectorate of the Congo, a country recently discovered by 
Livingstone, and more completely explored by Stanley in 
1877-8. Coins on Plate IX. illustrate to some extent the 
final settlements ; fig. 2 shows a rupee of Mombasa, which was 
handed over to the British in 1887 and became the capital of 
the British East African Protectorate, though the seat of govern- 
ment was transferred in 1907 to Nairobi; fig. 3 is a fifty-cent 
piece of British East Africa, a territory which, after the settle- 
ment with Germany in 1890, was made in 1895 a British Pro- 
tectorate. A silver coin of the Belgian Congo is shown on 
Plate X. 4. Fig. 5 is a nickel halfpenny of British West Africa 
of 1913. Early in the ’eighties Italy obtained a settlement on 
the Red Sea, and though unsuccessful in her efforts to get 
Abyssinia as her protectorate, kept the colony of Eritrea, a 
silver coin of which is shown on Plate IX. 6. Plate IX. 7 isa 
coin struck for German East Africa with a portrait of the present

AUSTRALIA 


Australia, after its exploration and annexation by Cook in 
1770, was designed by the English government as a convict 
settlement, and in 1788 Captain Phillip sailed with the first 
settlement party into Botany Bay, and, moving to.a more 
favourable spot at Sydney, took formal possession of the colony: 
For some years there was a dearth of coins and ‘trade was 


managed on the barter system, rum being the chief medium 
B 
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of exchange; when coins came into use, here, as in most 
colonies, it was the Spanish dollar, or piece of eight, that found 
circulation. In 1813 a proclamation was issued making current 
as five shillings a Spanish dollar with a round piece punched 
out and “ New South Wales 1813 Five Shillings” stamped on 
the ring round the hole; this coin, which is illustrated on Plate 
X. 1, was known as the Holey or Ring Dollar; the piece punched 
out, known as a “ Dump ”, was also made current at one shilling 
and threepence (Plate X. 2). After the discovery of gold in 
New South Wales in 1851 the difficulty and loss caused to the 
diggers by the lack of a gold coinage and consequent low standard 
of gold brought petitions for a mint at Sydney, which was not 
granted by Act of Parliament till 1854; in the meantime similar 
difficulties in South Australia led to a curious encroachment upon 
the Sovereign’s coining prerogative in the establishment by the 
Legislative Council in 1852 of an Assay Office at Adelaide, with 
authority to stamp upon ingots of gold their weight and fineness, 
to which was added at the end of the year the power to strike 
and issue One Pound gold tokens; one of these interesting 
pound pieces issued by the Government Assay Office of Ade- 
laide is figured on Plate X. 3. Port Phillip, which was formed 
in 1851 into the separate colony of Victoria, tried to remedy 
the lack of a gold currency by issuing two-ounce, one-ounce, 
half-ounce and quarter-ounce pieces bearing on them their 
weight and fineness ; one of these ounce pieces is illustrated on 
Plate X. 4. In 1854 an Act was passed establishing a mint at 
Sydney which was opened in the next year and struck gold 
pound pieces of the type illustrated on Plate X. 5, with the 
Queen’s head on the obverse. In 1870 the same design was 
adopted as was used for the English coinage with a small s in- 
serted to denote the Sydney mint. Mints were also established 
at Melbourne in 1872 and at Perth in 1899, and struck sovereigns 
of the English type with m and P as mint-marks. A silver 
currency for Australia, struck at London, was established 


in 1910; a shilling of 1912 struck for the Commonwealth of 
Australia is shown on Plate X. 6,
